RACING BILLS UNDER CONSIDERATION IN 
MARYLAND AIM AT CONTROL OF SPORT. 



Three of Four Measures Just Introduced Provide for 
Government by a State Racing Commission 
and for the Pari-Mutuel System.

Tho ,T. E. Davis stable reaped a generous measure of success in the racing of 191.7, although five of 
Mu* fifteen horses which started jn its colors failed to win a dollar. The promising three-year-old jumper, 
Yifor, was its principal money gainer, his success hi tie* liar! Kir Mill Cup at the Piping Rock Association's 
autumn meeting being the most important item in his contribution. Others that jumped well ami won 
well were Sencgambian and Single Stick, while on the Hat tin two-year-olds Plumose and The Decision 
raced effectively and are promising representatives of the young sire, King James. The record of the

Annapolis, Md., March 16. — The four racing bills 
just introduced in the senate by President Camp- 
bdl, Senator Frick. Senator Norris and Senator Du- 
val are more or less similar in their general pro- 
visions, but dilTer in detail. Three of tin* four 
provide for a state racing commission, impose a li 
cense fee on the tracks and limit the number of 
racing days for each track. The Duval bill directs 
that racing licenses shall be issued by the state 
comptroller. 

The Campin' 11 bill provides that each association 
formed for the purpose of holding racing contests 
shall be entitled to hold one or more meetings each 
year. No meeting is to last for more than twelve 
days and not more than two such meetings are to 
be held on aajr oae track. Aa interval of twenty 
days must elapse between the two meetings held 
on one track and all races in the state must be 
held lietween April 1 and June 15 and between Sep 
tember 15 and November 30. 

The Campbell bill also provides for a paid com- 
mission of three memtiers, not more than one of 
whom is to lie a breeder of thoroughbred horses, 
not more than one member is to In* .appointed from 
any one county, and at least one member must be 
a resident of Baltimore City. They are to be paid 
$3,000 a year each and are to appoint a secretary 
and also an auditor, each of whom is to receive not 
more than $2,500 a year. 

The measure directs that all betting on tho races 
is to Ik* done under the pnri-iuutuel system. Tin 
tracks are to 1k* allowed a five per cent, commis- 
sion and the breakage on all money bandied. One 
half of this amount is to In* turned over to the 
state and in addition the racing associations are to 
pay the state .$100 a day, plus ten per-cont. on all 
paid admissions. 

All employes of the tracks are to be residents of 
Maryland except that the stewards, judges and 
starters may be non-residents. The bill is de- 
clared to be an emergency measure and is to take 
effect upon tin* date of its passage. 

The Norris bill provides for an unpaid racing 
commission of five members, two of whom are to 
be breeders of thoroughbreds. They are to appoint 
a secretary at $1,200 a year and all racing is to be 
done between April 1 and November 30. Tho rac- 
ing associations ore to pay a license fee of $50‘> a 
day for each racing day and no permit is to be is 
sued for more than thirty racing days in any one 
county, nor is any one track to In? granted a permit 
for more than thirty racing days during any one 
year. The Norris bill docs not specify how betting 
is to be done, as do the Frick and Campbell bills. 

The Duval hill simply provides that an associa 
lion desiring to conduct a running race incetin: 
shall apply to the state comptroller Tor a license 
and shall pay to him the sum of $500 for each 
racing day for which applicaton is made. Under 
it, as under the Norris bills, fair associations 
which hold brief meetings are to pay $25 a day 
for permits to hold races where not more than 
three running races are held in any one day. 

The Frick bill provides for a State Racing Com 
mission, imposes a license fee of $1,000 a day for 
each racing day on all tracks operating under tin* 
measure, limits to 100 the number of racing days 
in the state and to twenty-five the days to any 
one track, provides that all races must be held be 
tween April 1 and December 1 each year, directs 
that no purse for which a race is run shall l>e le^ 
than $500 in added money and restricts betting on 
races to the pari-mutuel system. 

As the expenditures of the Racing Commission 
are limited to $5,000 a year for all purposes, the 
passage of the bill would mean a net increase of 
$95,000 a year in the state’s income, provided the 
four one-mile tracks now in existence should con 
tinue to hold meetings after the passage of the 
measure. All the money thus derived is to be 
turned over to the state to Ik* used in improvin 
and extending tin* state roads system under the 
state loads commission. 

The Dill differs in many respects from the bill 
introduced by Senator Frick some time ago. llis 
original bill provided for a paid commission. Thii 
new one states that the commissioners shall serv< 
without pay except reimbursement for their actual 
expenses ainl these are not to exceed $1,500 in the 
aggregate. The first Frick bill did not prescribe 

any license fee, though it was so drawn as to con- 
template such a charge*. 

The bill introduced by Senator Frick exempts 
from its provisions trotting meetings and raeei 
conducted by slate, county and other fair associa- 
tions holding not nene than erne meeting annually 
and for a period of not exceeding six days for 
each meeting. For permission to hold such meet- 
ings application must In* made to tin* State Racing 
Commission, which will grant a license therefor 
U|K*n the payment of a fee of $25. 

The bill makes all meetings, at which any run 
ning races are held for any purse or stake, nuis 
anecs unless authority to hold them is granted by 
the commission, and subjects every person c 
nected therewith to a flue of not less than $50o or 
more than $1,<MN> for each day such racing g<*es 
on. It also grants the commission power to sue 
out an injunction to prevent the holding of any 
such unlicensed meeting. 

Payment of the $1,000 license fee is made a con- 
dition precedent to the granting of any permit to 
hold a race meeting and the award of days and 
dates made by the commission is to lw* final in all 
eases. Any racing association which shall be re- 
fused a permit to hold a meeting or whose license 
shall have been revoked by the coin mission 1m*- 
cuuhc of alleged failure to comply with tin* com- 
mission's regulations, may have the decision re- 
viewed by any court having equity jurisdiction in 
the county where the meeting is to be or was held. 

The clause restricting lotting on the races to the 
pari-mutuel system provides that the whole com- 
mission charged by any racing association for tin* 
conduct of such a system shall not exceed five per 
cent of the gross amount of money handled, plus 
breakage, which generally amounts to something 
like an additional one percent. 

The commission is to have full power to prescribe 
rules, regulations ami conditions under which all 
horse races shall 1 m* held and may make rules gov- 
erning. restricting and regulating betting by the 
parimutuel system. Any violation of such rule 
shall Ik* sufficient cause for the revocation of any 
license the commission may have issued. 

The commission is to consist of three members, 
win* are to hold office for four years each. The 
first commission is to 1 m* appointed by the gov- 
ernor wltliln twenty days after the bill goes into 
effect. Subsequent commissions arc to 1m* appointed 
bv the governor by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the state senate. Each commissioner is to 
execute bond in tin* sum of $5,000 for the faithful 
|K*rformance of his duties.

TROUBLE SPREADING AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, La., March 16. The fight against 
racing heretofore conducted on the ’’outside” has 
now broken out within the ranks of the association 
itself. Alfred Page, auditor of the Business Men’s 
Racing Association today filed a suit in tho Civil 
District Court asking for a receivership and for an 
ace. minting of its affairs. Page aski*d that the 
suit 1m* consolidated with that filed by Miss Jean 
Gordon, several days ago. Gross mismanagement 
and the jeopardizing of the stockholders interests 
are the main charges. 

It is specifically alleged that on March 9 ami on 
March 15 •‘Melons’* were cut out of the profits. 
It is alleged that at a meeting Wednesday night 
Placid.* Frigero was voted $1,500. whereas he was 
employed at a fixed sum of $800. Other charges 
of mismanagement involve payments to L. M. 
Near and M. Michaelis of $1,425 each, T. C. Camp- 
bell. $;;,85o: John I*. Sullivan aud J. J. Reilly 
attorneys. $2,500 each; J. Dillon, J. E. Pearce and 
S. J. Hart. $2,425 each. 

Messrs. Nonr and Dillon arc directors and Mr. 
Campbell served as steward and Messrs. Michaelis 
and l’earce as directors and committee members. 

EXTENSIVE RACING FOR MONTREAL. 



WARMING UP FAST IN MARYLAND. 

Annapolis, Md.. March 16. — A delegation led by 
Dr. John M. T. Finney was here yesterday advocat- 
ing legislation to put the race tracks of the state 
out of business. The delegation was given a hear- 
ing lwfore a sub-committee of the senate, to which 
had been referred all the bills dealing with the 
race track question. 

This committee will report a bill to the senate 
during the week and the program seems to In* that 
this bill will authorize a daily license fee for the 
meetings at each of the tracks in Maryland. 

It was said in the senate committee by Senator 
Johnson that racing is under fire from the former 
ltookmakers who have become offended by the substi 
tution of the pari-mutuel machines. These machines 
will hereafter, it is stated, be in use in every race 
track in tlu* state. Men interested in racing con- 
tend that tlu* use of these machines will eliminate 
many of the evils that have heretofore existed. 

Members of tin* delegation and some of tin* coin 
mittee engaged in a debate concerning conditions 
surrounding the race tracks. Opinions differed as t 
what they are. Senator Johnson explained what 
was done at Laurel. 

The judiciary committee of the house today voted 
to bring out tin? Hall anti-gambling bill without 
recommendation and it is expected to come before 
the house at tonight’s session and precipitate a hot 
fight. It had not lieen reached this afternoon when 
the house t<M»k a recess to 8 o’clock. The report 
of the action of the committee by a tie vote of IT 
to 5 started the activities of a strong race track 
lobby and they were soon hustling around for votes 
to order the bill back to the committee for a hear- 
ing asked for by William P. Riggs, representing the 
race jieople. The motion to send the bill back 
will be fought by William Purnell Ilall. the author 
of tlu* bill, on tin* ground that no hearing was 
asked for on the bill until this morning, though the 
measure has been in the hands of the committee 
for more than a month. It is charged that the 
effort of the rare track people will 1 m* to prevent a 
direct vote on tlu* whole race track question. 

The measure, which it is exacted a sub-commit- 
tee of the finance committee of the senate will 
present to place all the tracks under state regula 
tion, with a license tax sufficient to bring sonu 
revenue to tlu* state, will be pitted against the 
bill and a similar measure offered in the senate 
by Senator Williams. 

ELECTION OF OFFICIALS TO EE DEFERRED. 

Louisville, Ky., March 16. — It is understood that 
at next Monday’s meeting of the Kentucky Stnt 
Racing Commission tlu* election of officials for tin 
coming racing season in Kentucky will be ordered 
deferred until tlu* April meeting ‘of tin* commission 
because of tlu* inability of Messrs. Camden and 
llaldeniaii to attend this meeting. Messrs. Grain 
ger. Talbot aiul Young are expected to be present 
and dates for tlu* spring and summer season of rat* 
iug will Ik* allotted. 

FRED COOK MUST STAND TRIAL. 

New Orleans, La., March 16. — Fred Cook, race- 
horse owner and bookmaker, will be taken from 
here to Key West, Fla., to stand trial for smug 
gling a $2,000 diamond into the United States. 
When Cook came up for arraignment today. United 
States Attorney Guion ruled that since the diamond 
was smuggled in at Key West, he must be tried 
t h ere .

Hot Springs, Ark., March 16. — With the return 
of good weather conditions came a vast increase in 
patronage at Oaklawn this afternoon and predictions 
that this meeting will soon approach New Orleans 
proportions are in a fair way to be verified, for 
new arrivals is the rule daily. 

There was an addition to the ring operators to- 
day, twenty-three “information” men quoting fig- 
ures and finding a g«MKl volume of business, despite 
the ordinary mediums which today’s fields offered 
for speculation.

Dr. Tuck was an intended “g«K>d thing” in the 
race and was heavily backed. He hail no mishaps 
and simply was not good enough to beat tlu* winner. 
The starters in the second race were indeed a poor 
band aud Ralph S. led for the entire way. Vachel 
Worth, which was probably liest when she was 
beaten yesterday, had the racing luck in her favor 
this afternoon, as King Radford, which landed in 
•ond place, should have beaten her home with a 
better rider up. 

After a long spell of non -success, “Dick” Wat- 
kins finally managed to land a purse when Donner, 
running today in blinkers, lK*at Politician in a hard 
drive in the fourth race. There was a wild tip 
on Ima Frank in this race and it spread rapidly, but 
she showed nothing to warrant it during the running 
of the race. 

Jockeys M. Buxton, T. Hayes and R. Feeney 
were among a party of twenty-five that arrived late 
this afternoon from Juarez. 

A rattling finish attended the fifth race when 
Stout Heart got up in tlue last strides to Lead 
Royal Tea. 

This morning’s arrivals included Sol Lichtenstein 
and others from New York. Lichtenstein aud Issy 
Ham joined those on the firing lines this afternoon. 

A feature of tlu* racing was that Marie Miller, 
Vachel Worth, Donner and Stout Heart, all win- 
ners. were numbered “two” on the program and 
post [Kjsitions. 

Jockey J. Conners was suspended for four days by 
the starter for disobedience at the post in the sec- 
ond raoe.

MANY* HORSES NOW AT BENNING TRACK. 



All Are in Thriving Condition and Being Pointed 
for Bowie Racing. 

Baltimore, Md., March 16.— At the present writ- 
ing it looks as if the horses in training at Benning 
would cut considerable figure in the Bowie meeting, 
which will open the eastern racing season April 1. 
While the stables at the Washington track are not 
in as forward condition as in years past, they have 
had good, useful work all along and, with the ad- 
vent of warm weather, will shape up rapidly in the 
fortnight that remains before the opening at Bowie. 
Among the horsemen who are tuning up their strings 
at Benning are William Garth. Lewis Garth, W. M. 
Carter William Shields, R. F. Carman, \> illiam 
Brooks. Fred Kraft, who has the horses of W. T. 
Anderson in charge; Matt Brady, with the J. E. 
Davis jumpers; Harvey Boyle. W. P. Burcli, John 
Kelley and Max Smart. Lewis Garth will train this 
season exclusively for Edward McLean, Washington 
millionaire, who has got together a winning stable 
of jumpers headed by the crack Bonny Laddie, 
which was purchased for $12,000 from J. Howard 
Lewis about a fortnight ago. Bonny Laddie is a 
five-year-old by Dorante — Maid of the Order, and 
was one of last year’s star jumpers, being beaten 
only once during the racing season. Resides Bonny 
Laddie. Mr. McLean has Exton. which came into 
special prominence last fall when he defeated 
Gwyn Tompkins’ Weldship in a match race at War- 
1-enton. Va. : Faker, which ran third in last sea- 
son’s Harbor Hill Cup; Stucco, which won for Lewis 
Garth on the Canadian circuit last year: Rhomb, 
and Fugitive, a green three-year-old which gives 
great promise. Mr. McLean has thus far made but 
few investments in flat racing horses, ^ but has a 
likely two-year-old by Golden Maxim — Nancy It., a 
half-brother to Ral Parr’s good jumper. Bally Bay. 
Fred Williams has been signed to ride for the 
McLean stable, and William Gartli will have second 
call on Williams’ services. 

The elder Garth, as usual, has a big string m 
charge, of which eighteen are jumpers, including 
Shannon River. Bally Buy. Tom Horn. Robert Oli- 
ver. Emerald Gem. Sir Denrah, Sun King, Leumas. 
G regg and some green ones. Mr. Gartli has four 
two-year-olds, three by Sea King and home bred. 
They are : 

Cherry Belle, b. f. by Cherry Pit— Belle Clem. 

Dr. Nelson, hr. g, by Sea King — Northern Girl. 

Judge Wingfield, hr. c, by Sea King — Glad Tid- 

in Queen of the Sea, eh. f. by Sea King— Cantaloupe. 

While the “Sage of Albemarle” is not claiming 
any stake winners among this band, lie believes 
they will make a useful showing and expects to win 
some races with them at Bowie. The pick of the 
basket probablv is Judge Wingfield. Among the 
other horses that Mr. Garth is getting ready for 
Bowie are Col. Parr’s The Masquerader, which was 
gelded last fall; Jack Winston, Ida Claire and 
Bright and Early, by Peep o’Day. These have been 
going along well and will be ready. Mr. Garth lias 
just received from New York two likely looking ixu- 
portetd mares, the property of Jesse Lewisohn, and 
will school them over the jumps. 

Richard F. Carman has thirty-five racers in 
training and will be liberally represented at Bowie. 
Last Fridav a carload of the Carman horses ar- 
rived from New Orleans, including Surprising, G. 
M. Miller and Ella Bryson. With them cante the 
Ned Orleans crack, Sk<*er Face, the property of 
II. A. Playle, a newcomer in racing. Skeer Face 
was purchased from George W. Wingfield of Ne- 
vada for $8,000 and is said to tie worth the money, 
lie will be pointed for Bowie racing. Mr. Carman 
intends to start a breeding farm in Virginia 
headed by his stallions The Turk and Meridian, a 
Kentucky Derby winner. Three likely yearlings by 
The Turk out of Mr. Carman’s own mares are now 
at Benning. * . 

Mike Daly has twelve horses in his stabb* beaded 
by Kinglv, winner of the Toronto Cup. This one 
has wintered finely and lo*’ks as if he would come 
lo hand early. Jem. which showed so well last 
fall, is in grand condition and will be seen at 
Bowie. Another «*f the Daly string that will be 
heard from early is Costumer. This week Mr. 
Daly will get six of the Quincy Stable’s two-year- 
olds from New York and will fit them for Bowie 
racing. 

That veteran trainer. W. P. Burch, has his good 
plater Corsican going along well and will race him 
at Bowie. All the experts say Mr. Burch has the 
crack two-year -old at Benning in his stable. This 
is a fine-looking chestnut colt by Ultimus — Speed- 
ruas. He showed thrce-eightlis i:i 36 over the Ben- 
ning track last fall -a rather remarkable perform- 
ance. Mr. Burch also has a good two-year-old colt 
by Golden Maxim. 

‘Harvey Boyle is training the jumpers Little 
Hugh. Bobby Boyle. McClelland, F. A. Stone and 
Penny Rock for Woods Stockton. John Kelley has 
Daingerfield ami Humiliation pretty well along and 
they should be ready to race from the start at 
Bowie. Willie Shields has two likely two-year-olds 
by The Commoner, which will be in the hunt when 
the bell taps at the Southern Maryland track. 

P.ambi, which raced so well in Amos Turney’s 
evdors a* a two-year-old last seas >n, and which 
was badly cut down during the fall meeting at 
Pimlico, has come around all light and will race 
in William Garth’s colors this year. 

James Butwell, who is under contract to Andrew 
Miller for the coming season, is at Benning gal- 
loping horses. 

Horses are arriving at Bowie every day now. R. 
E. Watkins, William (Red) Walker. W. A. Burtt- 
schell and Archie Zimmer are among the latest ar- 
rivals. 

The Bowie track is in excellent condition, and 
good work over it is already being shown. 

Edward McBride’s string at the Gentlemen’s 
Driving Park is shaping up for racing at Bowie. 
This is a useful lot of horses that will be heard 
from early in the meeting. Suueeler is looking 
especially well and should win the first time out.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

The German official war statement of yesterday 
says: In Flanders, especially in proximity to the 

coast, artillery duels have appreciably increased in 
violence. They have become more violent in the 
region of Roxe and Ville-Aux-Bois. In the Cham- 
pagne the French, after persistent artillery prep- 
aration, made a number of attacks, all without 
success, on our position south of St. Souplet and 
west of the Somme- Py-Souain road. This caused 
us few losses, whereas theirs were numerous. We 
took then* two officers and 130 unwounded prison- 
ers ami captured two machine guns. On the left 
bank of the Meuse, further attempts made by the 
enemy to dispute our possession of the height of 
la* Homme Mort (Dead Man) and our positions in 
the wood to the north of it were frustrated at 
the outset. Between the Meuse and the Moselle 
the position is unchanged. South of Niederas- 
pacli (upper Alsace) our patrols, after an effective 
bombardment of enemy trenches, penetrated the 
latter, destroyed the defensive positions and re- 
turned with a few prisoners and some booty. In 
an aerial encounter a French aeroplane was shot 
down southeast of Beine. in the Champagne. The 
occupants were incinerated. Enemy airmen last 
night again attacked the German hospital at Labry, 
east of Conflans. The first attack was made dur- 
ing the night of the thirteenth. No military dam- 
age was done. Of civilians one woman was se- 
riously injured and one woman and two children 
slightly injured. 

A Petrograd dispatch of yesterday says: The 

Russian troops in Persia are now so far advanced 
toward the Mesopotamian frontier that they may 
be said to be in virtual co-operation with the 
British at Kut-el-Amara, where General Town- 
shend’s forces have been cooped up for several 
months. The campaign against Bagdad has now 
become twofold, with the likelihood of the Rus- 
sians being as important a factor in the Mesopo- 
tamia operations as their allies. The latest news 
of the success of the Russians In working their 
way through the passes of the formidable range 
which acts as a natural boundary between Persia 
and Turkey shows that the Russians are in a posi- 
tion to convert their potential threat against Meso- 
potamia into a positive menace. The Turkish re- 
inforcements which were sent from Bagdad and 
Mosul by way of Suleimanieh and Selina to 
threaten the flank of the Russian forces at Ker- 
manshab and make a further Russian advance dan- 
gerous have been compelled to withdraw. This 
was on account of British pressure from the south 
and Russian activity in the north, which some 
time ago resulted in the capture of Bitlis. The 
Russians, therefore, are now opposed only by 
frontal resistance. 

The French war office report of yesterday says: 
In Belgium French patrols have been able to as- 
certain that the destructive fire directed by our 
artillery yesterday evening against the German 
forces at La Plage, in the reigion of Nieuport, 
resulted in the complete destruction of the German 
communicating trenches aud killed a number of 
the enemy. In the region to ths north of Verdun 
there has been reported no infantry engagement 
during the course of the night. The bombardment 
has continued, but not very strongly, on the left 
bank of the River Meuse; it has been more in- 
tense on the right bank. In the region of Haudre- 
mont and of Damloup our artillery lias cannonaded 
violently the country to the west of Douaumont, 
where the enemy was engaged in perfecting de- 
fense works. In the Woevre we have bombarded 
several provision trains of the enemy. To the east 
of the forest of Apremont a surprise attack against 
a German trench resulted in our inflicting some 
losses on the enemy and of bringing in some pris- 
oners. In the Vosges, to the south of the Thur, 
the Germans delivered an attack against our posi- 
tions near Burnliaupt. Checked by our curtain of 
fire, the enemy found it impossible to set foot in 
our trenches. 

A dispatch of yesterday from Amsterdam says: 
"The big Dutch liner Tubantia lias struck a mine in 
the North sea and is reported to be sinking off 
North Hinder lightship. Her wireless calls for 
help were received by several Dutch vessels, which 
are hurrying to her assistance. A large steam life- 
boat left the Hook of Holland in search of the 
Tubantia. Several torpedo boats have put out from 
Flushing. The Tubantia sailed from Amsterdam 
yesterday noon for Buenos Aires carrying a mis- 
cellaneous cargo, aud it is reported a large number 
of passengers. She is the largest and fastest liner 
in the South American servee. It is believed possi- 
ble the liner struck one of the mines the Germans 
••re reported to have been sowing recently in the 
North sea. The Tubantia displaces 13.911 tons and 
is owned by the Royal Dutch Lloyd. She was com- 
pleted less than a year ago aud has been in the 
service only a few months. She is 540 feet long, 
lias a 65.8-foot beam and a depth of 33.3 feet. 

MADDEN HORSES EN ROUTE TO LOUISVILLE. 

Lexington, Ky.. March 10. — John E. Madden’s 
annual St. Patrick’s Day shipment of horses from 
Hamburg Place to the race course will be made to- 
morrow and will embrace twelve head that will go 
to Churchill Downs at Louisville. Marse Henry, 
which Mr. Madden bought last fall from Johnson 
N. Camden, is the only three -year -old to go. 
Eleven two-year-olds in the shipment include the 
chestnut colt by George Kessler — Cottage Girl; the 
chestnut colt by Salvation — Escanada; the chestnut 
colt b.\ Salvation — La Sinaloa; the chestnut colt by 
McGee — San fara ; the bay colt by Roekton— Onaga; 
tin* bay filly by Hessian — Flora Bassett; the bay 
filly by Fair Play- Lucy Cross; the bay filly by 
Hessian -Lychec Nut; and the brown gelding by 
Plaudit — Meritorious. 

Arthur B. Hancock today stated that every breeder 
of thoroughbred horses in the hlue grass section, 
with the exception of a half dozen or so who had 
not been seen, had signed the request to the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission that Messrs. 
Thomas Hart Talbot, Thomas J. Clay and William 
II. Shelley be appointed as steward to represent 
the commission, presiding steward and racing secre- 
tary, respectively, for 1916. This request will lie 
presented at a meeting of the commission to be 
held in Louisville next Monday. The managements 
of the Lexington. Douglas Park, Churchill Downs 
and Latonia tracks have been asked to concur with 
the breeders. 

John M. Goode has arrived from New Orleans. 
His horses will come with those of John O. 'Whitlow 
within a few days. 

TWO GREAT AUSTRALIAN LINES. 

Then 1 will always (says the “Australasian”) be 
a great diversity of opinion among breeders regard- 
ing the relativ** merits of Fisherman and Musket. 
Each was a great race horse, stout rather than 
brilliant, and between them they won nearly every 
long- distance race of any importance in England. 
On the score <>f racing merit the advantage lies with 
Fisherman, as Musket had no performance to equal 
the two victories of Fisherman in the Ascot Gold 
Cup. although he won the Alexandra Plate at 
Ascot. Their stud careers in Australia and New 
Zealand were brief but meteoric. The line of 
Fisherman in the direct line has become almost ex- 
tinct; that of Musket is flourishing Iwdh in Aus- 
tralia and Englandmnd shows no signs of coming to 
an end. All the best sons of Musket are dead, but 
a few of his grandsons, notably Wallace in Aus- 
tralia and Spearmint in England, are worthily up- 
holding the line in Australia and England respec- 
tively. 

THOROUGHBRED FARMS IN CALIFORNIA. 

The breeding industry is booming in California. 
At the Napa Stock Farm the stallion Runnymede, 
by Voter Running Stream, is at the head of the 
stud, and the usual twenty -five to thirty foals are 
expected shortly. 

Edward Cebriun, the latest addition to the ranks 
of the breeders, is going into business on a large 
scale. He has a band of broodmares numbering 
over seventy, and Von Tromp will be mated with 
fifty of these. Tim l’uyne is his other stallion. 
The young San Franciscan lias leased the famous 
old San Jose traek and is reviving thoroughbred 
interest around the Garden City. 

Charles W. Clark, president of the Golden Gate 
Breeders’ Association, has his El Palomar Stock 
Farm at Mateo, where Chantilly is getting an op- 
portunity. Only the other day a Chantilly filly 
out of Antioch started for the first time at New 
Orleans and established a new track record of :477.', 
for the half mile. The name of the filly is Aunt* 
Liz. and she won by six open lengths. — San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle.
